Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 
2 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms 
the basis for all obviousness rejections set forth in this 
Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is 
not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the 
subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been 
obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject 
matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by 
the manner in which the invention was made. 
This application currently names joint inventors. In 
considering patentability of the claims under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject 
matter of the various claims was commonly owned at the time 
any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the 
obligation under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out the inventor and 
invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned 
at the time a later invention was made in order for the 
examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(f) or (g) prior art under 35 
U.S.C. 103 (a) . 
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3. The deemed one claim is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Yuen et al. (US 5,600,711) in view of 
Lee et al. (US 5,862,299). 

Regarding the claim, Yuen discloses and meets the 
limitations of programming a recorder by calling home when not 
home (Fig. 7, remote cite, ''1522/1520") and using your phone 
line or the internet, since in the alternative Yuen discloses 
and meets the limitation of a phone line (Fig, 7, 1146, phone 
1144) . 

Yuen discloses recording to programming an appliance one 

being a VCR (col. 5-8 etc ), but, Yuen 

fails to disclose a DVRI, being a digital video recorder, 
further the DVRI is deemed not to be a tape or CD type 
storage . 

Lee et al., teaches col. 7, lines 2.-4, "It will be seen 
that a data storage such as a hard drive, video disk or 
magnetic disk, may be used with or in place of the digital 

VCR", as taught by Lee. 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one skilled in the 
art at the time of the invention to modify Yuen by incorporating 
or substituting for example a HARD disk, thereby a user does not 
require a' tape or CD, to perform recording, as the hard drive is 
rewritable, at times not remove-able, wherein the hard drive is 
deemed to be a viable alterative to tape, as suggested by Lee, 
also having the advantage of being randomly access -able, as 
compared to the tape which is sequential.
